I'rank L. Magoon, president of the 
Roard of Education, to equip all the 
schools with fire escapes. 

The fire escape for the Bryan Hill 
School will be a steel-constructed, wire- 
g:ass-inclosed stairway, placed %n the 
south end of the three-story portion of 
the building. Commissioner Smith says 


the fire escape will be as safe as any in- |) 


side stairway, and will afford ample 
means of exit from the third-floor class- 
rooms, — ; 


Like One on Dumas School. 
The fire escape is on the same gen- 


eral plan as that on the Dumas School, 
1418 Lucas avenue, which has been in 
use for years, and which was recently 
pictured and described in the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The Bryan Hill Scnool is one of those 
ordered closed by Factory Inspector 
Sikes, who said it was in a highly dan- 
gerous condition. There is but one in- 
terior stairway leading from the second 
to the -third floor. 

There are four classrooms on the third 
floor, with an average daily attend- 
ance of 167 pupils. The one stairway 
is 4 feet 6 inches wide, and would. not 
afford adequate means of egress in 
ease of fire. It is situated immediately 
over the furnace, 

The fire escape will be placed at the 
south end of the corridor, so it can be 
readily reached by pupils from three 
of the rooms. Only the pupils from 
the north room would have to pass the

Looking over the side of the cut, 
the Constable saw they had already 
loosened more than 1000 pounds of rock, 
which lay directly in the track.

FOR CLEAN FOOD

The Committee Unexpectedly 
Knifes Measure: Aimed to 
Protect Public Health. 





The proposed city ordinance for the 
regulation of filthy bakeries, which was 
prepared by Factory Inspector Sikes and 
approved by the Health Department, 
Was unexpectedly killed In the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Council Tues- 
aay afternoon, after it had passed the 
House of Delegates. 

At the eleventh hout a bill prepared 
by H. Wheeler Bond, Health Commis- 
sioner, was introduced and the Com- 
inittee decided it could not be passed 
at this session. It was opposed by Fac- 
tory Inspector Sikes as being inade- 
quate and ta&king from his department 
al! the*authority which the State gives 
Lim to regulate bakeries. 

Health Men Shirk Job. 

The Will as first prepared by Mr. 
Sikes contemplated the inspection of 
bakers as to their health by the Health 
Department four times a year. 

The Assistant Health Commissioner 
objected to,this on the ground that it 
would put too much work on his de- 
partment, and it was agreed that the 
inspection should be made twice a year, 
in April and October. 

A new bill was prepared. with such 
amendments as were satisfactory to the 
Health Department and the State Fac- 
tory Inspector, and it was agreed this 
bill should be presented for the com- 
riittee’s approval, and be voted on in 
the Council Tuesday afternoon. 

Then it would have gone back to the 
House of Delegates for its action, so us 
to make it an ordinance this session, 
that the spring inspection of bakeries 
might not be delayed. 

“Dr. Winn cut out of his bill all au- 
thority to inspect and regulate the 
plumbing in the bakeries. He said the 
Plumbing Department had charge of 
that. In many of the bakeries. I inspect- 


fed the plumbing in,.tollet rooms was so 


badly out of order as to render condi- 
tions extremely dangerous. The plumb- 
ing seems not to have been inspected by 
the Health Department. 

“I have sufficient force in my depart- 
ment to inspect and regulate the bak- 
eries without asking for any increase 
in salaries. I merely wanted the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to pass an ordinance 
giving the authority to enforce the pres- 
ent laws. The Health Department has 
never got any convictions in the courts. 
The ordinance that I proposed would 
have given me authority to regulate the 
bakers, and that was all I was asking 
for.” 4 


Sikes Accuscs Health Officers. 
Factory Inspector Sikes Wednesday 


accusegd the Health Department of bad 
faith in presenting an ordinance other 
than that previously agreed upon to the 
legislative committee of the City Coun- 
cil. 

“While I was attending the meeting,” 
said Mr. Sikes, ‘‘Dr. Winn, the Assistant 
Health Commissioner, shot ip a bill for 
an increase in salary of Inspectors in 
all of his departments. I am convinced 
that this was done to forestall the bak- 
ery bill and kill it. 

Bond Defends Department. 

Health Commissioner Bond said 
Wednesday: ‘“‘My interest in the mat- 
ter was merely to see that the ordi- 
nance was properly drawn. The State 
law is paramount to municipal ordi- 
nance, and the State officers already 
have power to make inspection of ba- 
keries in St. Louis. 

“The Municipal Assembly cannot 
pass laws concerning State officers or 
prescribing what they shall do. There 
was no jealousy of Mr. Sikes in my ac- 
tion. I made the change of from four 
inspections a year to one because, with 
5600 bakeries, the former system would 
require 2000 examinations. I would not 
be able to handle that many.” 

At the meeting of the Legislative 
Committee of the City Council Tuesday 
afternoon a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch who made an examination of the 
condition of the bakeries was asked to 
tell the Committee the condition of the 
bakeries showing the necessity for the 
bill. In his testimony he told of exist- 
ing conditions so horrible that it was 
impossible to introduce them into the 
public prints. 

When A. J. Fitzsimmons, chairman, 
began to read the bill as presented to 
him by Dr. Winn, it was at once dis- 
covered that. it was not that which had 
been agreed upon between the Health 
I partment and the Factory Inspector. 
The most material cl.anges which were 
in this unexpected bill was the delega- 
tion of all powers to the Health Com.- 
missioner and the provision for the in- 
spection of bakeries only once a year. 

Sikes Charges Substitution. 

Mr. Sikes was taken by surprise and, 
when the bill was presented to the Com- 
mittee for action, protested against its 
recommendation, and accused Dr. Winn 
of having substituted a bi after he 
had told him only an hour before the 
meeting of the Comraittee that the bill 
as agreed upoh between them should be 
presented. 

Dr. Winn stated to the Committee 
that the new bill had been prepared by 
Dr. Bond just before the Committee 
met, and that the department was not 
able to make the examinations even 
twice a year.

Has High Velocity. 

The weapon develops a velocity of 30,- 
000 feet per second, and the experts also 
support Simpson's assertion that it will 
discharge 50 shells of 500 pounds each 
per minute.

REMNANTS OF POPULISM IN TOWN. 

The Populist party, which meets here in na- 
tional convention this week, made its high-water 
mark at the polls in 1892, when it cast more than 
@ million of votes for Mr. Weaver and carried 
several Western states, but its greatest political 
triumph was the capture of the Democratic name 
and organization at Chicago in 1896. 

Populism was the successor of Greenbackism, 
and its most popular contention was the declara- 
tion in favor of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. Appreciating the fact 
that a great political party must have more than 
one idea, the leaders of the Populists embraced 
Many radical theories, some of them Socialistic. 
In the main, however, its reason for existence 
was found in hard times and in animosity to the 
rich. 


/ The revolution that has taken place in the lead- 


ership of the Democratic party in the last 12 years 
has left Populism in many places without a fol- 
lowing. Its depleted ranks are now made up 
chiefly of an element formerly known as middle- 
of-the-roaders, who have always regarded fusion 
with disfavor. 

Populism today confronts a Republicanism and 
@ Democracy very different from what they were 
_in 1892, when the.Omaha platform was given to 
the world. At that time both of the old parties 
were conservative in most things and their real 
leaders were so in all things. Now both are com- 
paratively radical and both have in their armory 
some weapons forged by the Populists themselves. 

With so great a tendency to radicalism every- 
’ where and with Socialism increasing its strength 
’ {mn many parts of the country, it is practically cer- 
tain that the Populists who persist in independent 
action this year will find themselves. fourth in 
the list of parties and, taking the Prohibitionists 
into account, they may not get higher than the 
mn place.

TORCH, BOMB AND BULLET. 

Counting the tobacco war, anarchistic violence 
has appeared in four places during the past fort- 
night, viz: Kentucky, Illinois, Colorado and New 
York. In every case attempts were made to cor- 
rect public wrongs by lawlessness. 

It will be many a day before vengeful men will 
cease to execute their wrath upon others, but it 
ought not to be a difficult matter to reduce an- 
archistic crimes to the minimum. First in impor- 
tance to this end must be such an administration 
o/ -government as will remove forever even an 
excuse for class feeling, and when that shall have 
been accomplished there must be a sterner ac- 
countability for all who appeal to that prejudice. 

One serious trouble with what has been called 
government by denunciatiow is that it accom- 
plishes little except the awakening of passion. 
Naturally enough, it makes the deepest impression 
upon the ignorant and the unbalanced. If men in 
office and men out of office spend their time in 
denunciation we need not wonder much at the 
alarming growth of: discontent among the ill-in- 
formed. 

We have been attempting to assimilate in recent 
years millions of people who are hardly prepared 
t.*stand the strong meat of self-government or to 
grasp intelligently the means by which it is car- 
ried on. Much of our political discussion is ex- 
travagant, some of our epithets are pretty freely 
applied and in the heat of debate we say things 
which are expected to be taken with some allow- 


. ance. 


If, however, our politics is to hinge entirely 
upon the class idea for all time to come, we can 
hardly hope to escape mischief. When one estate 
fights another there is no choice of weapons. The 
antagonists seize anything that may come to hand. 
We shall have class feuds probably until we de- 
velop sufficient virtue and capacity to eliminate 
privilege from our laws. 

In another respect we are in need of reforma- 
tion. We have many dilletante revolutionists 
who‘have easy access to good society, to the pul- 
pic. to the printing press and to the great universi- 
ties. The harm that they do cannot easily be 
measured. They spread evil doctrines by sugges- 
tion. They put into empty heads notions which 
wiser men cannot argue out of them. 

Too many inexperienced young persons, gov- 
erned entirely by their emotions, are attempting 
to solve offhand or at haphazard problems which 
have been the riddles of the ages. Impatience 
leads them to violence of thought and speech, and 
idleness and rancor furnish the soil in which de- 
structive ideas take root and flourish. 

With our own people, as in Kentucky and Col- 
orado, showing a traditional fondness for vio- 
lence, we need not think that we can dismiss this 
subject by placing the blame upon foreigners. 
Few foreigners cngage in these courses except 
under the inspiration of Americans, some of 
them of high social position. There are such in 
St. Louis, and there are such in Chicago and in 
New York. 

Young men and women of this order assume a 
heavy responsibility when, under the delusion that 
they are studying sociology or promoting human- 
itarianism, they are in reality giving respectability 
and example to revolution and violence. 

This republic has been worth fighting for in all 
the years of its history. It is worth fighting for 
now. Its errors are known of all and they have 
sinall weight in comparison with its blessings. If 
we cannot refrain from arraying ourselves in 
warring classes we may be sure that newcomers, 
accustomed to that sort of thing at home but re- 
strained by the stout arm of authority, will prove 
apt students of our folly.

OU will find in our railroad offices 
5 an exact record and working his- 
tory of every piece of equfpment 
from a spike to a locomotive, says J. O. 
Fagan in the Atlantic Monthly. Every 
drawbar, every coupler, every passenger 
coach, and practically every engine-tire 
has to give an account of itself The 
performances of these ‘‘parts’’ are care- 
fully scrutinized and watched. You will 
be shown all sorts of diagrams, 
eharts, and volumes of statistics: go- 
ing to show the care and expense de- 
voted to equipment 
But if you. happen to ask for a few 
human statistics you are likely to be 
disappointed. For instance, if a eer- 
tain crew runs a freight train 200 
times a year, breaking 70 drawbars 
and upon different occasions delaying 
87 passenger trains, and another crew 
under very similar conditions pulls out 
only 13 drawbars and delays only 
nine passenger trains, you may con- 
sider the records quite important, but 
in the railroad offices you will find’ no 
statistics of this nature, no compara- 
tive statements and diagrams illustra- 
tive of the workmanship and charac- 
ter of different men and of the value 
and significance of the human element 
in the running of a railroad. In a 
word, you will infer from your in- 
vestigation that it isn’t a machine or 
a piece of machinery it isn’t worth
